PROTEST against the Magistrates 
A Bill has been issued by the Magis- 
trates’ Association of Northern Ire- 
land, and public meetings are to be held in 
several districts to protest against the mea- 
sure. The statement sets out that the Asso- 
ciation desired to call the attention of the 
magistracy and the electorate to the uncon- 
stitutional character of the Summary Juris- 
diction and Criminal Justice Bill (Northern 
Ireland), 1934. | 
“We desire to emphasise the fact,” the 
statement says, “ that the keeping of the 
King s peace and the administration of local 
— by the chief men of each ¢ounty has 
een since 1560 a distinctive feature of the 
British Constitution; and that to replace, as 
is proposed by this revolutionary bill, these 
honorary servants of the King, by petty 
officials paid and controlled by the Executive, 
without the sanction of the electorate, is un- 
democratic and unconstitutional, inasmuch as 
it will interfere with the rights of a liberty- 
loving people, which they will live to regret. 


AFTER 600 YEARS 


“This bill seeks to abolish in Northern 
Treland that unpaid magistracy which in Eng- 
land is stil), after 600 years, cherished as being, 
like trying by jury, one of the safeguards of 
popular liberty. . We cannot close our 
eyes to the fact that while our Northern 
Government is moving towards the abolition 
of the judicial powers of Justices of the Peace 
there is a movement on foot in the United 
States of America to adopt the British system 


- of lay maar. 


‘The Magistrates’ Association has steadily 


advocated a reformation of the Petty Sessions 


and the magistracy, but reform must begin at 
the head, and the disrepute into which the 
Northern Ireland magistracy has sunk is due 
to the opportunist conduct of those who are 
responsible for appointments to the Bench in 
return for political services. 

“ We have been told that the Government 
will not accept any amendments of the bill, 
other than those of an unimportant nature; 
but one amendment has already been officially 
indicated—viz., the power to 
resident magistrate shall not be at the plea- 
sure of the Government on the recommenda- 
tio, of the Home Minister, but only be exer- 
cised on an address to both Houses of Parlia- 
ment. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY 


“This is one of the * paper safeguards’ with 


which we are familiar in Ireland, because we 


know that if the Home Minister desires to 
dismiss a resident magistrate a formal ad- 


dress to Parliament presented by him will, 
in obedience to the pressure of

“ The Magistrates’ Association of Northern 
Treland respectfully suggests that members of 
Parliament will incur grave responsibility, 
and perhaps imperil their seats at the next 
general election, if they pass a bill of so far- 
reaching and drastic a nature as the Summary 
Jurisdiction and Criminal Justice Bill of 1934, 
without having ascertained the views and the 
wishes of the electorate of Northern Ireland. 
For this purpose meetings should be held at 
the chief electoral centres, and this Associa- 
tion has prepared a careful digest of the bill, 
of which a copy will be sent to any member 
or speaker at such meetings who may express 


a desire to have one.”

TWO CASES BEFORE

P ATRICK eal, of Mitchelstown, 
ong, . Limerick, appeared 
before the Military Tribunal as. Ag 
on a charge of illegal possession oí one Lee- 
Enfield Service rifle, one Lee-Enfield rifle, one 
Winchester .22 vifle, one Walthers automatic 
pistol, and one double-barreled shotgun. 
Mr. P, J. McEnery, who (instructed by Mr. 
J. S. O'Connor) prosecuted, said that the 
acc man is a part-time postman and a 
labourer. In addition to the arms mentioned 
in the charges, the Civic Guards discovered 
ten rounds of .52 ammunition and four rounds 
of .38 ammunition in his home. 
found an empty carbide tin, which, 
apparently, had used for target practice: 
a blue shirt, and a heavily loaded baton. 
Superintendent T. eyes, Bruff, Co. 
Limerick, said that the guns had been found 
skilfully concealed between the ceiling of the 
kitchen in the home of the accused man and 
the floor above. The blue shirt was carefully 
wrapped in brown — Some ammunition 
was found in a match- wrapped in a pieve 
of newspaper, which was dated October 16, 
1934. ‘There was also a revolver wrapped in 
a newspaper dated November 12, 1934. All 
the arms were in good condition, with the 
exception of the revolver. 


ARMS FOR LR.A. 

The Accused man, who was examined by 
Mr. J. Mitchell, solicitor, who defended, said 
that he had been a company quartermaster 
in the 1.R.A., and had obtained the arms in 
that capacity prior to 1921. He was 
extremely interested in mechanical things, 
and especially in firearms, He had not the 
arms for an illegal purpose, and was not a 
member of any organisation. 

In a plea for leniency, Mr. Mitchell said 
that the accused man had a wife and child, 
who would suffer as much as himself as a 
result of the charges. 

The accused man was sentenced te twelve 


months’ imprisonment, 


* WANTON AND STUPID” 
John Greene, Clerkstown, Lattin, Co. Tip- 
perary, was sentenced to 12 months’ imprison- 
ment (six months only to be enforced if he 
undertook to keep the peace for two years) 
on charges oí maliciously breaking telegraph 
wires on October 15 and December 10 last at 
Kilcross Creamery, Co..

The defendant pleaded guilty. |

All the same, 
there is only a limited number of meats 
and vegetables, and the average house- 
keeper is often hard put to it to secure 
variety. The unkind male may say the 
variableness of woman does not extend to 
her cooking—and how many can prove him 


utterly wrong? 


Here, then, are some suggestions for 
“something different” for the main 
course at dinner, or lunch, if you like 
sustaining lunches. As a change from 
Main and beef try rabbit in various 
orms :— 


_ du Rabbit is nearly as good as 
j hare. Take a rabbit, remains of 
cold fat beef, an onion, a bag of sweet 
herbs, seasoning, 1 tablespoonful flour, 
iece of butter the size of a walnut. 
Wash the rabbit, cut it up neatly, slice 
the fat beef into an iron saucepan with 
the onion, thinly sliced, and the bag of 
herbs. Put in the rabbit (no water), 
and fry with the lid on for about 3 hour, 
stirring often to keep from burning. Take 
out the herbs and put in the seasoning— 
salt, pepper and a suspicion of powdered 
mace... Add water to cover, and thicken 
with flour and butter. 

Roast Rabbit will not be recognised by 
those who know this animal enly in the 
company. of parsley sauce. Take a rabbit, 
a slice of bacon, gravy and force-meat 
stuffing. | 

Wash the rabbit, parboil the liver, chop 
it and add it to the stuffing. Fill the 
body and sew it up. Truss as you do 
roast hare—legs forward and head back 
on the body—bind with tape. Roast for 
14 hours, with the slice of fat bacon on 
e back. Baste frequently. Flour well 
at the end to brown. 

This should be served with gravy (as for 
roast. meat) and bread sauce. 

Rabbit can be served in a pie, or curried, 
also. But let us explore the possibilities 
of another every-day piece of meat—liver. 
Stewed Oalf’s Liver is a change from the 
too familiar fried liver and bacon. Take 
Ib. liver, loz. butter or dripping, 1 oz. 
our, LE stock or water, 5 onions, | 
apple, 1 potato, salt and pepper. 

Melt the butter in a stewpan. Cut the 
liver in small pieces, dip in seasoned flour 
and fry a nice brown. Take out the liver, 
brown the rest of the flour, add the stock 
to the pan gradually. When the sauce 
boils put in the vegetables, chopped neatly, 
= in the liver, simmer 1 hour and season. 
erve very hot. 


Baked Pig’s Liver is good, too. Take 
4 1b. pig’s liver, 1 large onion, some dried 
age; EPA salt and water. 

ut the liver in pieces of uniform size, 
place a layer in a piedish, then a layer 
of thinly sliced onion, sprinkle with sage. 
Repeat the layers, ending with onion on 
top. Add water, but not enough to quite 
cover, and bake for 14 hours. 


Liver a la Francaise, though the list of 
ingredients looks long, is quite a simple 
dish and very appetising. Take á lb. 
calf’s or sheep s liver, 2 ozs. breadcrumbs, 
4 lb. rashers, 2 or 3 mushrooms, stock 1 
water, 1 teaspoon ketchup, 4 teaspoon 
Worcester sauce, 1 teaspoon chopped 
parsley, some herbs, salt, pepper. 

Wash the liver, cut in slices, and lay 
on greased baking tin. Wash, dry, and 
chop the mushrooms, mix with the 
crumbs, parsley, herbs and ‘seasoning. 
Place some of this mixture on each piece 
of liver, cover with a thin slice of bacon, 
and pour round stock or water. Bake in 
a moderate oven 31 hour. When serving 
place the liver on a hot dish, add the 
sauces to the stock, boil up, and pour 
round the liver.

WARM AIR IS MOIST 


Hints on Heating and Ventilation 
——~ -4---—- 


HE coldest period of the year is now 
upon us, when we look forward to 
returning to a properly warmed house and 
rooms from the often raw outdoor weather 


of January, February and March. A few 


hints on the principles of heating and 
ventilation applied to our homes should. 
therefore, be of topical interest. 

The art of heating a room is to heat 
the room itself and its contents, including 
persons, but to leave the air cool. The 
breathing organs require dry, cold air for 
their comfort; for one of the functions of 
respiration is to remove water and heat 
from the surfaces of the nose and lungs. 

Cold air is always dry; warm air is 
generally moist. Heated air causes stuffi- 
ness from swelling of the lining of the 
nose, which produces headaches, drowsi- 
ness and chilliness of the hands and feet. 

How can a room be heated without 
heating the air? By using light as the 
source of heat. Light penetrates air 
without appreciably warming it, but 
when it impinges on opaque objects it is 
absorbed and converted into heat. So) 
sources of heat should be brilliantly incan- 
descent. Modern gas and electric stoves | 
are constructed on this principle. 

Dull heat, such as that given out by 
pipes, radiators or closed stoves, warms 
the air by convection, and the walls, furni- 
ture, etc., become warmed by extracting 
the heat from the air. Such rooms can 
be made comfortable by free ventilation 
after the walls, etc., have been warmed up. 

So for continuously warming buildings 
these sources of heat are satisfactory if

without draughts and are only inhabited 
when they are illuminated. For inter- 
mittently heating rooms brilliant sources 
of heat are required. 

The poor waste a lot of their scanty 
means on fuel. Generally they possess the 
most inefficient stoves and use the least 
economical of all fuel—raw coal. Much 
more use should be made of coke, which, 
with an admixture of about one-third its 
weight of coal will give a brighter and 
hotter fire than is given by coal alone. In 
most districts the gas fire is a cheap means 
of heating if the stoves are properly 
designed and kept clean.

Cut Price Shops 


A tobacconist tells me that the *' cut 
price ’ shops are eausing consternation 
in the trade. Many of them started 
operations in the smaller streets, but they 
are now opening in the more important 
thoroughfares. One establishment is, I 
notice, doing an extensive trade beside a 
‘bus terminus, and the enterprising pro- 
prietor advises smokers to “ Buy your 
cigarettes here and save your 'bus fares.”’ 
At these shops cigarettes which are usually 
retailed at a sli¥iling or lidsd. for 20 are 
sold at 10d. per packet. The ‘‘ cut price” 
shops are also underselling each other, 
and in some cases they are endeavouring 
to secure increased custom by offering 
three packets of 20 cigarettes for 28. 5d. 
A saving of ‘sevenpence on every three 
packets purchased is a bait which | few 
smokers can resist, and I am told that 
the proprietors do not experience any 
difficulty in selling their stocks. On some 
nights they are ‘‘ sold out.”

As I suggésted when writing recently 
of Dr. J. W. Mackail, a poet who happens 
also to be a scholar is unlikely to be 
recognised as a poet—his artistic work will 
be assumed to share the dusty dryness of 
his learning. So it was with Miss Eleanor 
Hull, whose death all Celtic students are 
lamenting. Everyone recognises that she 
was the best authority on the Cúchulainn 
cycle, save only Thurneysen; that her 
work in the Irish Texts Society is of per- 
manent value, and that her “ Text Book 
of Irish Literature’’ is a standard work. 
Few recognise that she was a poet. 

Miss Hull’s ‘‘ Poem-Book of the Gael,’’ 
published about twenty-five years ago, 18 
one of the best introductions that an 
English reader can find to Gaelic poetry. 


" Nearly 350 pages of translation are here.

Gordon s Last Journals 


The most remarkable event in the history 
of the firm under Mr. Trench was tha 
publication in 1885 of the “ Last Journals 
of General. Gordon.” From beleaguered 
Khartoum the tragic record had been sent 
out in instalments to secure it against 
destruction in the fall of the town. which 
Gordon saw to be almost inevitable. Now 
Gordon was dead. Publishers competed 
for the book’s rights. The holder, Sir 
Henry Gordon (the General’s brother), 
fixed a day, on which he would give the 
book to the publisher whose. bid was 
highest at the hour of noon. 

Tenders were made without means to 
judge the contents of the work with pre- 
cision ; “ but, in writing our offcer,” says 
Mr. Trench, “I took a long shot and 
quoted £5,000; and then, as the steno- 
grapher was leaving, I said, ‘No, make 
that guineas.’’’

INCREASED DEMANDS 


The Finance Committees report was 
adopted on the motion of Councillor Andrew 
Cullen (Chairman).

The fact at feeders are now to receive 
the licences is regarded with satisfaction, 
but the working out of the arrangement 
for the distribution of these licences is 
most unsatisfactory. Inquiring inta the 
procedure adopted an Trish Times reporter 
was told that Government inspectors visit 
stall-feeders’ premises and determine what 
number of animals are fit for sale. He 
then reports to the appropriate branch of 
the Department of Agriculture, and, ‘after 
an interval, licences are issued to the 
feeder. 


THREE LICENCES 


An extensive tillage and stock farmer 
in County Meath said that he had thirty- 
five cattle in the stalls when an inspector 
called and declared that twenty-six were 
fit for marketing. He promised to report 
this to the Department, but could not say 
what number of licences were likely to be 
granted, although he left the farmer. under 
the impression that it might be ten or 
twelve. A few days ago the farmer in 
question received éxport licences for three 
beasts, which he was able to sell upon the 
land at a fair price to a dealer who was 
travelling through the district. 

All of the cattle had been in. since 


of the available roots, corn and meal. The 
farmer is now puzzled as to how he is to 
dispose of the remaining animals to ad- 
vantage. If he received three licences per 
week it would take at least seven weeks 
to clear his stock, which, in the mean- 
time, are likely to’go back in condition 
in the absence of suitable feeding. They 
might, perhaps, be sold to local butchers, 
but, owing to the surplus available, the 
prices obtainable from that source would 
be very small, notwithstanding the. official 
minimum, 


ONE IN TEN 


The allocation of licences in this case 
works out at one in nine. A stockowner 
who has over a hundred animals ready 
for the market complains that the number 
of licences granted in his case only worked 
out at one in ten. On the other hand, in 
the case of a man with four cattle, one 
licence was granted, a preference being 
given apparently to the smaller man. 

As long as stall-fed cattle are retained, 
their food bill will cost about 28. 6d. per 
day, and this is not an item which farmers 
can afford to lose. 

In this connection it is important to 
note that the wheat crop is not being dis- 
posed of as speedily as the Government 
had planned. One grower informed an 
Irish Times representative that millers 
are vefusing to buy at the present time. 
although the Government promised a 
better price if the grain was held over 
until the new year. Growers generally 
are dissatisfied with the arrangement 


Wheat will be paid through the millers. 
Thev felt sure of getting it when it was 
paid through a Government department, 
but now. they seem to be doubtful if they 
will get the full benefit.

A description of the Brigade Headquarters 


of the Mid-Clare Brigade, i.R.A., situated in 
a ‘lonely house, surrounded by hills,” was 
given to Judge E. J. McElligott, durmg the 
hearing of a claim for £388 10s., made by 
Messrs. Thomas and Michael Kinnane, of 


Kilmaley, at the Clare Cireuit Court, for the 
pilleting of members. of the I.R.A.- 

Mr. T. Kinnane stated that during the 
Anglo-Irish hostilities the house had been the 
headquarters of the Mid-Clare Brigade of the 
I.R.A., of which the late Mr. Frank Barrett 
had been in charge. The house was situated 
in a lonely part of the countryside and 
surrounded by hills. The Brigade staff spent 
nearly all their time in the house, and often 
flying columns came there also, and were 
supplied with food. Mr. P. Hogan, the 
present Deputy Speaker of the Dail, used to 
be in the house, where a lot of office work 
had been done. 

Mr. J. Scanlon, the then Chairman of tha 
Finance Committee of the Clare Co. Council, 
visited the house at one time, and received 
from Mr. Barrett £2,800, collected in rates 
by the Volunteers. i 

He estimated, on an average, that they had 
had had eight men every day from December 
lst, 1920, to the truce eriod. 

Mr. P. Costello, who had been Commandant 
of the Second Battalion, Mid-Clare Brigade, 
stated that sixty-five men had taken part in

The Welsh Wizard 


When the history of our times comes 
to be written no name will shine more 
brightly from its pages than that of 
David Lloyd George. Nearly thirty 
years have passed since the little 
Welsh attorney began to demand the 
attention of the British public. From the 
famous. election of 1906 until the outbreak 
of the Great War he was the stormy 
petrel of British politics. His Limehouse 
speech earned for him the bitter hatred 
of the old Tories ; his fiery enthusiasm for 
the poor made him most unpopular in 
commercial and industrial circles, and 
when, in 1909, he introduced his great 
Budget, he was reviled and abused by 
every vested interest in the land, Then 
Mr. Lloyd George was the arch-apostle of 
Radicalism, and the hand of every Con- 
servative was against him; yet, within a 
few years he was the unchallenged leader 
of the British Empire, an _ inspired 
crusader in his country’s cause, who led 
the British people out of the darkness of 
despair into the blaze of an unparalleled 
victory. Then the Radical was forgotten. 
Mr. Lloyd George at the ‘‘Khaki’’ election 
of 1918 seemed to be the Tory par 
excellence. His Coalition Government 
killed the Liberal Party, and ' the man 
who had won the war ” had a majority 
in the House of Commons which few, if 
any, leaders ever had enjoyed. Me failed 
to retain the people’s confidence, largely 
because the Conservatives refused to trust 
him not to revert to his bad old ways, and 
for more than ten years now he has been 
in the political wilderness—a lonely figure, 
breeding pigs at Churt, while men of half 
his calibre have been occupying the seats 
of the mighty. Those who believed that 
David Lloyd George was a back number, 
Yesterday, 
on his seventy-second birthday, he staged 
a spectacular ‘‘ come back '” at Bangor, in 
his native Wales. Taking a leaf from 
President Roosevelt’s book, he outlined his 
proposals for a “ new deal,’’ and, whether 
or not agrees with them, one 
cannot but admit that this astonishing 
septuagenarian by a single speech has 
transformed the whole 
British politics.

The former Premier declares that he 
does not speak as a party politician. His 
aim is to give the British nation a lead 
in order that it may be able to recover 
its old prosperity, and he takes the very 
sensible view that a policy of laisser faire 
cannot lead the country anywhere. There 
is nothing revolutionary about his pro- 
posals. 
essential condition to British prosperity, 
he insists that a complete understanding 
between Britain and the United States is 
of paramount importance.

ditions would be assured for a generation. 
Then Mr. Lloyd George would use the 
tariff weapon ruthlessly to induce the 
removal of those trading difficulties which 
have been created very largely through 
the abuse of protection. He would employ 


it as a bargaining factor in an effort to 


recover Britain’s external trade, He would 
abolish the Cabinet system in its existing 
form, going back to his idea of the War 


Cabinet, and placing supreme control of 


the national destinies in the hands of not 
more than five of the ablest men in the 
country, who would have no departmental 


| responsibilities, and thus would be able 
ito sit almost continuously, and to devote 


their undivided attention to the ‘‘ new 
deal.” In addition to the Cabinet, Mr. 
Lloyd George would have a permanent 
body of experts, who would concern them- 
selves with schemes of construction.

At first glance they seem 
to be sound in their conception; at any 
rate, they have been promulgated at a 
moment when something of the kind was 
needed badly. Mr. Lloyd George is one of 
the most astute politicians that Britain 
ever has produced. He knows that at the 
next election the country will be torn 
between the extremes of Fascism and 
Socialism, and his programme represents 
a brilliant compromise. It is based on the 
fundamental! truth that the British people 
dislikes violent changes ; but it recognises 
the fact that a policy of drift has been 
encouraged during the last few years. It 
is a fighting programme, which will be 
certain to attract much support among all 
sections of the British people, and there 
does not seem to be the least doubt that 
Mr. Lloyd George, for all his seventy-two 
years, will exercise an enormous influence 
on the next Government.

The lron Hand 


We hear plenty of Soviet and anti- 
Soviet propaganda, but the honest 
inquirer, tends to distrust the 
violence of both advocacies, finds himself 
without any real knowledge of modern 
Russia. He is given the choice of two 
conclusions, both of which seem far too 
clear-cut to be true. Either he must 
believe that the Russians are starving, 
that the Five Year Plan is a grotesque 
failure, and that terrorism is a daily 
feature of life, or that everybody is 
prosperous, contented, and living in the 
nearest approach to Utopia which has yet 
been discovered. The truth about the 
Russian experiment cannot be found 
easily (even visitors to Russia have come 
home with wildly contradictory re=orts), 
but sometimes we may be able to catch a 
glimpsé~of it.

Such a glimpse, perhaps, 
is afforded by the recent murder of M. 
Kiroff and the events following it. The 
bald facts are that Kiroff, one of Stalin’s 
right-hand men, was shot dead in his office 
about a month ago by an assassin named 
Nikolaeff, tried and 
executed. A day after the crime’ the 
Soviet authorities gave orders that the 
sentence on any convicted prisoner must 
not be delayed pending an appeal, but 
that all were to be “ shot immediately.” 
Within. four days sixty-seven convicted 
prisoners had been taken from their cells 
and shot out of hand: within a month 
there had been a hundred and seventeen 
At the moment Kiroff's 
murder has just brought in its last and 
most dramatic repercussion. Nineteen 
citizens have been charged in connection 
with it, and among them are Zinovieff, 
Kameneff, and Yevdokimoff—three 
who have been very prominent in the 
Bolshevist movement. Although the 
“ anti-revolutionary ” crimes of which 
they are accused are punishable by shoot- 
ing, the principals have not had to 
face a worse fate than imprisonment ; for 
the Soviet leaders always been 
inclined to treat their former comrades 
with some moderation. Yet the lack of 
moderation in the whole business gives us 
an insight into Russia, and the brutality 
which has hurried more than a hundred 
men to their death argues a state of mind 
not far removed from panic. It does not 
point to a settled government and a con- 
tented people, but to a tyranny which 
does not feel itself to be firmly in the 
saddle, and which uses the most extreme 
methods pour encourager les autres. The 
result of the recent trial was not in doubt ;

If the appointment of a few secret 
“examiners ’’ would make for efficiency in 
the Saorstdt’s omnibus services, we do not 
think that the cry of “ officialism ’’ would 
carry any great weight. 


Free State Housing 


If there is one aspect in which we can 
say the Free State is better now than it 
was eight years ago, it is in the provision of 
housing. The problem of the slum began 
to be taken seriously under Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Government, and we are glad to recognise 
that his successors, though they have done 
many things which, in our opinion, are 
foolish, have adopted a wise and vigorous 
policy with regard to housing. How serious 
the problem is can be gathered from the 
latest returns of the 1926 Census, and the 
figures need almost no comment. In 1926 
over 140;000 Free State citizens were 
living in one-room dwellings, and, of this 
number, there were more than 24,000 
families which varied from seven to twelve 
persons apiece. In Dublin, where conditions 
were far worse than in any other part of 
the country, 278 out of every thousand 
citizens were living in one-room tenements, 
and 234 per thousand shared their single 
room with three or more persons. Perhaps 
we need these figures to bring home to us 
what we all should know already—that 


| too many of our people are forced to live 
| in dreadful and uncivilised conditions. The 


figures for the death-rate among children 
tell the same story. For every thousand 
children born in the Dublin slums in 
1926 no fewer than 170 died before they 
were a year old, while in the better-class 
workmen’s suburbs the rate was only 83 
per thousand. While we have these 
reminders to our conscience, we should not 
rest until the slum problem is removed, 
or, at the least, until it has been greatly 
reduced. Since 1926 there is no doubt that 
much has been done both by the Govern- 
ment and by local authorities, and an 
analysis of the figures for 1934 would not 
be so great a reproach to the Free State 
as was that of the Census year. There is 
much work still to be done, however.

that the custom of making a pious ejacula- | 


tion when anyone sneezes is one of great an- 
tiquity, and that its purpose is to ward off 
evil spirits. 
commoner in Ireland than ‘‘God bless you.”’ 
Irish-speaking people say ,“‘ Dia linn” 
“God be with us ). 

The antiquity of the custom is amusingly 
illustrated by a quatrain in the Greek Antho- 
legy—a satire on a long-nosed man :— 


‘* Proclus cannot .wipe his nose, for his 


arm is shorter than his nose; nor does he 
say ‘God preserve us’ when he sneezes, 
for he cannot hear his nose—it is so far 
away from his ears.” (Anth. Pal., XI., 


It would be wrong, however, to suppose 


that a sneeze was in all circumstances re- 
garded by the: ancients as a harbinger of ill. 
A loud sneeze by Telemachus which echoed 
through the hall is interpreted as a good omen 
by Penelope (Odyssey, XVIT., 541). At the 
end of an oration by Xenophon on the march 
to the Tigris, one of the soldiers sneezed, and 
this was immediately taken 'bv all to be a 
token of their deliverance from the Persians 
(Anabasis, ILI., 2, 9). 

The Romans said “Absit omen’ when 
anyone sneezed in their presence; but even 
with them a sneeze was occasionally inter- 
preted in the contrary sense. Ovid regards 
even the “‘sneezing”’ (i.¢c., spluttering) of his 
lamp as a good sign :— 

**Sternuit et nobia prospera signa dedit.’’ 
(Heroides, XIX., 151).—Yours, etc.,

THE FLIGHT 


The flight of refugees from the Saar 
into France is increasing daily, says a 
Saarbruecken. message. Already four 
hundred have passed over the frontier at

without French visas, 

Those without means were given straw 
beds to sleep on in the waiting-room of 
Sazrgemund Station, and soup and bread 
by French soldiers.

States Wage-earner against the 
hazards of modern existerice is contained 
in the Government’s bill presented to 
Congress this afternoon.

(1) Compulsory unemployment insur- 
ance to be paid by employers through a 
pay-roll tax; 

(2) Compulsory insutance against 
poverty-stricken old age for workers with 
small salaries—the cost to be shared by 
employers and employés ; 

(3) Old age pensions for the necessitous 
aged who are outside compulsory thsurance 
—cost to be borne by the Federal and State 
Governments ; 

(4) A voluntary Federal annuity system 
for those outside the compulsory plan ; and 

(5) Large Federal grants to the States to 
aid needy and ill mothers and their 
children,- and an extension of the public 
health service. 


THE COST 


It is proposed that 100,000,000 dollars 
-(£20,000,000) should be spent on the 
scheme during the next financial year, and 
double that amount in each succeeding 
year. 

The big ‘social security” scheme 
embodied in Senator Wagner's bill was 
explained to-day by President Roosevelt 
in a special message to Congress. 

Mr. Roosevelt emphasised the danger 
which would have been, involved if they 
attempted to apply the scheme on too ambi- 
tious a scale until they had had actual 
experience of its working. Nevertheless, 
he was convinced that it was a sound ideal, 
and the experience of other countries 
showed that it was workable. 

Any system of social insurance, he said, 
should be self-supporting in the sense that 
it would not ee on the proceeds of 
yeneral taxation, and there must be sound 
financial management. - 


HEALTH SERVICES 


He recommended several types of legisla- 
tion—unemployment compensation, old 
age benefits, including compulsory and 
voluntary annuities; aid for dependent 
children, and the strengthening of the 
health services. 

The President made no recommendation 
as to the adoption of health insurance, but 
said that progress was being made with the 
study of this project. )

as the most equitable and least expensive 
which could be found for dealing with the 
“ dreadful consequences of economic in- 
security.” 

Urging that prompt action should be 
taken, the President concluded: '' We 
cannot neglect our plain duty.’’

BELFAST CORONER’S 
SUGGESTIONS

BELFAST, Thursday. 

The following ‘‘ Don'ts ’’-for motorists 
were given by the Belfast Coroner (Mr. 
T. E. Alexander) to-day, after inquiring 
into two fatal motor accidents :— | 

(1) Don’t fail to realise that every 
driver in charge of the wheel takes the 
safety of human lives in hand, and that 
it is his duty to avoid all risk to life, 

(2) Don’t be careless in the use of your 
horn, as motor horns, superfluously 
used, occasion more accidents than they 
prevent. 

(3) Don’t allow laxity or uncertainty 
te exist in giving signals. 

(4) Don't assume that Pedestrians will 
always do the right thing, or always obey 
your signals. Provide for the wrong thing 
often being done. 

(5) Don’t fail to give proper attention 
to the movements of other vehicles. 

(6) Don’t show bad temper or a feeling 
of vindictiveness to the drivers of other 
vehicles. 

(7) Don't speed. Remember that it is 
better to be five minutes too late in this 
world than twenty years too soon in the 
next. 

(8) Don’t cut out from behind other 
vehicles. 

(9) Don’t light cigarettes or pipes while 
driving. 

(10) Don’t fail always to keep a keen 
look-out.

The Times, in a leading article to-day 
dealing with Mr. Lloyd George's pro- 
posals, observes:—The speech is in form 
an appeal by not the least prominent 
among our elder statesmen, addressed to 
all, irrespective of party, who think that 
the activities of the State are neither so 
great nor so fruitful as they might be. 
It may well be true that his mind has not 
been swept entirely clean of considerations 
of political tactics, but for the moment it 
would be charitable to take the speech at 
his own  valuation—namely, as the 
advice which an experienced statesman, 
now out of office, proffers to his country- 
men. ‘Too much weight should not, there- 
fore, be given to the injustices with which 
it is tarnished, and which, indeed, are 
flagrant. 

For example, Mr. Lloyd George repeats 
the cheap falsehood that the £2,000,000 
allocated to the new Commissioners for the 
distressed areas is the limit of their per- 
missible expenditure, though it has been 
stated, over and over again, that this sum 
is intended to set experiments going only 
until the end of the present financial year. 
Again, he condemns the American debt 
settlement of 1923 and the return to the 
gold standard in 1925, without the 
slightest regard to the circumstances in 
which those steps were taken, and this 
fact vitiates his criticism of the present 
directorate of the Bank of England. Nor 
need the contradictions in the speech be 
underlined overmuch, though it is per- 
missible to point out that when Mr. Lloyd 
George asks in the same breath for a 
Vast revival of the export trades and 
for the doubling of our agricultural 
population, in order to produce the 
food which foreign nations now send us 
in exchange for our exports, he is carry- 
ing economic vnorthodoxy to bewildering 
lengths; and egain—if such, indeed, be 
the proposal—he seems perilously near to 
the proposal that we should first raise a 
huge loan and then look round to see how 
it can be spent. That way lies the destruc. 
tion of confidence, which is the one real 
remedy for unemployment.

AGREEMENT WITH AMERICA 


---— — o—-- — 


I am not here, Mr. Lloyd George said, 
to launch a party cainpaighH, but, as a 
British citizen, to make an appeal to the 
nation for a great effort to extricate the 
country and the world from a crisis which 
has afflicted them for years. We must 
think. in terms, not of patching rotten 
apparel or of stretching out insufficient 
garments, nor of mending a broken-down 
machine with little bits of string; we 
must start with the resolve of effecting a 
thorough overhaul. {t is in that spirit I 
put forward my proposals. 

The question of securing peace among the 
nations stands first and ltoremost among 
the problems of to-day and to-morrow. 
We must take a very definite and a much 
stroncer line than we have done in recent 
years in ensuring an adjustment of the 
questions that threaten peace. Fruitful 
action, especially in the East, involves, 
as the first condition of success, a com- 
plete understanding with America. I 
would immediately take steps to reach 
common agreement with that great 
conntry, and then act together in a com- 
bined endeavour to secure the pacification 
of the world, 

In the .second place, 
obstacles to World trade, 
shipping which have multiplied enor- 
mously in the last few years. Tariff re- 
strictions, quotas and currencies are the 
weapons of this senseless warfare. We 
must insist upon the Governments of the 
world facing a situation which is damaging 
to all countries alike, but we' must demon- 
strate our own readiness to show an 
example. Even if you restored, or at least 
approached, pre-war conditions in respect 
of tariffs, you would still have in this 
country a considerable surplus of workers 
who could not be absorbed in industry 
without special measures. 


FINDING WORK 


I would find work for the workless 
instead of doles, and I am as convinced as 
President Roosevelt that it can be done. 
I propose that where private enterprise 
hus been proved to be palpably unable 
to solve our national difficulties and fulfil 
our national neeus unaided by the State, 
the administrative and financial resources 
of the nation should be made responsible 
for setting on foot and supporting those 
developments which would bring into 
fruitful activity our unutilised labour, our 
idle capital, and our undeveloped 
resources and opportunities. 

The task should be undertaken on a 
comprehensive survey and plan, and I 
propose that a permanent body shall be 
set up for the purpose of thinking out 
and preparing schemes of reconstruction 
which would provide useful and necessary 
work—not relief works, merely to give 
employment, but undertakings of real 
utility which will equip, improve and 
enrich our national assets. This body 
ought to be a statutory council, with in- 
dependent existence, definite functions, 
and power to act within the limit of those 
functions. It should consist of persons 
drawn from industry, commerce, finance, 
workers and economic thinkers. They 
must be men who will command the con- 
fidence of the nation. 

It is essential that the council should 
be independent and stand apart from 
political interference in its actual opera- 
tions. Its functicns would cover the duty 
of research into all fields of industrial 
activity, and of putting forward recom- 
mendations to enable any important 
branch of industry to reorganise itself 
where the authority and the financial 
guarantee or credit of the State may be 
needed to ensure proper measures being 
taken. 

The council would be a board to consider 
and prepare definite plans of action, and 
its recommendations should be passed on 
to the Government as definite plans cf 
action. Final responsibility must 
with the Government of the day. 


PRINCIPLE OF WAR 
CABINET 


I would restore the principle of the old 
War Cabinet. The Cabinet should consist 
of not more than five of the ablest men 
available, who would be free from the 
absorbing cares of departmental work. 
They would be able thus to sit con- 
tinuously, to consider day by day the 
wide and comprehensive questions of 
policy at home and abroad which cannot 
be adequately examined by Cabinets con- 
stituted as they are to-day.

FINANCE 

My financial proposals, Mr. Lloyd 
George said, would involve something in 
the nature of two Budgets each year—one 
for ordinary revenue and expenditure, the 
other for capital expenditure. A great 
Prosperity Loan would be over-subscribed 
by an eager and enthusiastic public. The 
mere fact of launching it would contribute 
to quicken and accé@lerate the advent of 
prosperity. In due course, good trade and 
prosperity would once more fill our coffers 
with the profits of industrial activity, and 
equip the nation with enhanced resources 
to go full steam ahead with a programme 
of reconstruction, without any danger of 
inflation.

THE BANK OF ENGLAND 


No doubt, he said, the Government of 
the day was directly responsible for the 
fatuous settlement of the American debt 
in 1923. But .5 was the monetary policy 
and advice of the Bank of England that 
guided the Government. That advice cost 
us hundreds of millions before we decided 
to follow it no. further. The Bank of. 
England was mainly responsible for the 
costly blunder of the return to the gold 
standard in 1925, on a parity with the 
dollar. Then came the great crash of 
1931, - The Bank of England had taken no 
effective steps to arrest the German ramp, 
nor to make provision again-t the con- 
tingency of its not unlikely failure. 

The advice and action of the Bank, he 
continued, has been misleading, short- 
sighted, narrow and mischievous on all 
these questions so vital to our credit and 
commerce. Its cumulative blunders have 
cost the nation during th: last twelve 
years more than would have sufficed to 
put through a gigantic scheme of 
industrial, agricultural and social re- 
construction. 

He did not suggest that the Bank should 
become a Government department. Is 
must be in a position where that could 
give independent advice, but it must be 
also independent of the City. and in 
closer contact with the industries and the 
commerce of the nation... Its directorate 
must be chosen on that basis, and by 
methods that would guarantee such a 
composition. 

He was opposed to proposals for the 
nationalisation of the joint-stock banks, 
which was neither necessary nor desirables 
He would seek their co-operation in the 
carrving out of these scherfes. and 
utilise their organisation to t:> full in 
their operation. 


THREE METHODS 

Having determined the plans and 
arranged the finance, who Was to see that 
the schemes were carried into execution? 
There were three imethods :— 

(1) To leave them to be carried through 
by the departments concerned. 

(2) To set up new departments ad hoc, 
to execute the various programmes during 
the period of emergency, and 

(ó) For existing departments to set up 
special boards for handling the different 
enterprises initiated by the Minister. 

He favoured a combination of these 
three methods. Where the undertakings 
were likely to be on a considerable scale 
there ought to be special Ministries set up 
temporarily. In other execu- 
tion and control would be left to the 
departments, assisted by boards of experts. 

I have given but a general outline of 
my proposals, concluded Mr. Lloyd 
George. They can be put through if we 
have the vision, courage and enterprise 
which the people in these islands have 
never failed to display whenever they 
realised the need for the manifestation of 
these qualities in order to their 
country from any peril. 

I confidently believe that if we act 
promptly on the lines I have sketched, by 
the Spring of next vear the dark cloud of 
unemployment and conseqnent 
will have disappeared from our skies. 
Money, then, instead of being a gambler. 
would become a producer; instead of 
getting. in the way of the trader and 
tripping the cultivator by its vagaries and 
eccentricities, it will become a steady and 
reliable servant to both. and instead of 
being a glut in the market it will be a 
gladness in the home.

THE SYMBOL OF THE 
CROWN 

There surely was nothing derogatory to 
the dignity of any of the Dominions in 
that common status of British subject ; and 
it carried with it not only the right to 
appeal as a British subject for protection | 
all over the world, but also to claim in the 
United Kingdom. the rights and privileges 
which were opet#to British subjects coming 
from the Dominions,>~< 

“ The only other matter to which I wish’ 
to refer is.the right which this bill seeks 
to exercise, as a single member of the 
British Commonwealth, to discard the’ 
common stgtus of British subject, even 
within its own borders. I have considered 
this question with the greatest care, and 
I have formed the opinion that there is 
no such right.

THE PEOPLE IN THE NORTH 


Mr. DE VALERA, concluding the debate, 
said that if the bill had been amended in 
any vital character it was solely because 
there were misunderstandings. of its nature 
and scope. There had been criticisms in the 
Dail that were childish, but becausg the 
public might be influenced by such criticisms 
and not understand the character of the 
bill, he had thought it better to meet them 
by introducing here and there something 
that would make clear the real scope of the 
bill and remove it from the misinformed 
criticism to which it had been subject.. He 
was satisfied that the bill had by no means 
been. worsened ‘by. those-amendments.

TRISH MOTOR | 
TRADE 


MINISTER AND’ 
ITS FUTURE 


SETTLING DOWN ON 
A NEW. BASIS 


é< 'T HERE is no reason whv the motor 
5 trade in the future should not ex- 
perience conditions not merely as 
pose as any they have known in the past, but 
etter conditions, because the use of motor 
vehicles for private and commercial purposes 
is continuously increasing, and saturation 
point is by no means in sight.” 

This statement was made by Mr. 8. Lemass, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, at the 
annual. dinner of the Society of Irish Motor 
Traders, Ltd., held in the Aberdeen Hall, 
Gresham Hotel, Dublin, last night. Mr. M. 
C. Mahony; President of the Society, was in 
the chair. 


GOVERNMENT’S AIM 


The Minister, who was responding to the 
toast of the Society, said that the period of 
transition in the motor industry was now 
nearly over. No doubt, licences for the im- 
portation of cars would continue for some 
time to come, but it. was the aim of the 
Government and of a number of people asso- 
ciated with the motor trade in the Free State 
to secure the assemhly and the manufacture 
here as far as possible to the motor cars to 
be used in this country. In the fulfilment of 
that policy considerable: progress had been 
made — more than many people thought 
possible — but the progress already made 
would, he felt, be less than that which would 
be made in the coming year. 

He admitted that the measures adopted had 
adversely affected the trade, but there was 
now evidence that the trade was settling 
down on the new basis. In the new circum- 
stances the public could co-operate with the 
motor traders in increasing the use of motor 
vehicles for all purposes in the knowledge 
that every additional car sold meant an addi- 
tion to the employment given. 

Under the operation of the Road Transport 
Act and the re-organisation of the national 
transport services there was no reason to 
anticipate that the demand for commercial 
vehicles would be diminished. 


GROWTH OF INDUSTRY 


The growing demand for door-to-door 
transport, and, in addition, the general 
growth of industry now taking place in the 
country, would involve a greater amount of 
internai transportation, and, in turn, create 
an increased demand for motor equipment. 
It was also anticipated that with returning 

rosperity the increased use of motor vehicles 
or private purposes would not merely con- 
tinue, but would be accelerated. n his 
opinion there was no reason why the motor 
traders of the Free State should face the 
future with any feeling except one of con- 
fidence. 

Replying to the toast, Mr. F. M, Summer- 
field said that the attendance at that dinner 
constituted a record number for their 
motor traders’ dinner. He was not going to 
enter into the merits or otnerwise of the 
changes that had taken place, but one thing 
was ceriain—the motor trade was no longer 
a parasite on the “industrial life of the 
country. It was now an active and ever- 
increasing part of that industry. He thought 
‘that Mr. Lemass would be the first to admit 
that taking the Society as a whole, whilst 
they might have been critical of the Govern- 
ment s policy, they acted as Irishmen first 
and motor traders afterwards. If they had 
been critical, it had not been destructive 
criticism, but constructive, because they felt 
that they knew more about their job than 
anybody else, and wanted to see wh>re they 
were going. I 


 MOTOR TAXATION 


He wondered why it was that in the many 

changes that the Goverament had thought 
fit to adapt and introduce into their economic 
life, the problem of introducing a system 
of mo vr taxation to suit the peculiar needs 
of their country had not been adopted. 
Everybody knew that the small car was the 
biggest difficulty in the Government's 
assembly programme. 
There were traders engaged .in the build. 
ing of cars, who would build small cars if 
it were a reasonable business proposition, but 
certain things were beyond them. If the 
Government insisted that cars sold here must 
be built in uhis country, and if the cars 
most easily built were big cars, then, he 
submitted, it was up to the Government to 
give them a system of taxation that would 
make those cars most profitable to the people 
intending to use them. Why has the bigger 
car the bigger tax?

SUGGESTED EXHIBITION 

Acknowledging the toast of “ Our Guests,” 
Mr. MacEntee, Minister for Finance, said 
that now that they had begun to make their 
own cars he thought it was time that they 
began to think of exhibiting them to the 
world.

A plush curtain on the main door had been 
fired, as well as a curtain in front of the 
screen.

Mr. D. L. O'Gorman said that he would 
stand firmly behind Dr. Kinane, who had 
been very outspoken on certain matters as 
to the sort of republic it was attempted to 
set up here. 

The Chairman then ruled that nothing 
would be discussed except the major issuc. 

Mr. Moynihan said that if the quéstion 
were allowed to drop altogether it would he 
better It should not have been introduced 
there at all. : 
When Mr. Brooke Brasier supported the 
Chairman a motion, Mr. 1. J. Murphy, ¥.D., 
exclaimed: ''Surely, the Catholics of* this 
country dc not neéd any lecturing in their 
morals from Mr. Brasier.’’ 

Mr. Meaney contended that there was no 
need for the resolution. It was only dragging 
their religion and their bishop in the mire of 
party politics. 

Mr T. O'Donoghue, M.A, said that, while 
at one with the Chairman m the major issue, 
he did not think the Catholie Church had 
come to such a pass that it needed a pat on 
the back from the Cork County Council.
